Then I visited the SKITS and discussed FRED and ve agreed to invite 
Mm for dinner in order to talk him into some kind of a medical treatment; 

The SMITS are FRED's only friends in NYC whqm he trusts. 

Thursday, 27 January I picked up FREDS from his place and since he 
was hungry 1 treated him wfei breakfast.

On 28 Jan. I went to Brooklyn to fill in Drl 
Practically it turned out, that we will not be able to sign FRED into the 
Hospital until Monday 31 January. During the weekends the Hospital takes 
only emergency cases. Further Dr Q 3 did not agree for a special meeting 
but suggested to come Monday straight to the Hospital where he would arrange 
with other doctors to discuss the matter and sign^in right after the discussions

Until Monday I had to furnish FEED with a Brooklyn address which he should 
use filling out the application. 

I vent back to see FREDS again. I told him about £Z ~) and also 
that he said that the shocks are administrated only in extreme cases. Even 
though he- FREDS ^ in such case should give his consent, since he does not 
have relatives to sign the auhtorixation. This satisfied him and we discussed 
to whom we are going to leave his belongings. Then FREDS told me that on 
Saturday he will go to see his minister ^ev. OZOLS and discuss his matter 
with him. 0 $ Saturday morning I briefed ^pv. OZOIS about the situation 
and as far as I heard from FRED later, OZOLS encouraged him to go into the 
Hospital.

I did 30 , but natrurally no one 

hired him. He became more and more certain, that he w ? ll find a job because 

he now has another week to go. It did not change his mind when I told him < 

that he will need some money in the hospital etc. So the time had come to J 

drive to the hospital/ At a prearranged time Dr. CL ZJ received us at 

tfce Hospital with two other doctors.
